Whether Engineer Marqoto, running 
the light en;^ne, was running at an 
excessive speed, or whether he lost 
control of the locomotive on the steep 
grade, has not been determined. Be- 
fore the occupants of the caboose had 
time to realize their danger, the en- 
gine had dar,hed into the rear end of 
the freiglit train. 

The caboope was reduced to a mass 
of wreckage by the force of the im- 
pact and the occupants hurled from 
their positions and partly covered by 
the debris. The engine was derailed 
but the crew escaped without injury. 

Assistance was rendered the men 
in the wrecked caboose and they were 
rMnoved within a r.tort time. Mitch- 
till WIS .Meodlnc from hto numerous 
woonds and ledieil aid was given 
him at otoee. He was reasored to his 
boBM.by the attending pbyalcians. 
Henry was taken to hto hOBM on 
South Main street. 

The Paris wrecking crew was rush- 
ed to the scene and i«>e track cleared 
of the wreckage and the engine again 
placed on the track. Traffic was de- 
layed about three hours as a result, 
ali of the South bound trains being 
held in this city until the wreckage 
could be cleared. 

At a late hour last night Mitchell 
was resting as comfortable as could 
be expected although throughtout the 
day he aag sro d oonsiderably from his 
injuries. 



As a result of a dispuie over an ac- 
count Charles P. Mann, one of the 
proprietors of the Paris Billiard Par- 
lors, was shot and slightly wounded 
yesterday afternoon by C. W. Wig- 
gins, a Louisville & Kaslnrllle railroad 
brakemaa. Thi& ahociting eoearred in 
the pool room on the Bast comor of 
Main and Fifth stiMts. 

There were seyeral witnesses to the 
affair, the pool room being crowded. 
Only one shot was fired the bullet 
from a 38 caliber revolver in the 
hands of Wiggins, taking effect in 
Mann s left arm near the elbow. 

The trouble arose over an account 
which Mann held against Wiggins, 
which, it is said, had been placed in 
the hands of an attorney for collec- 
tion, and resulted in a garnish- 
ment being brought, Wiggins' salary 
being held up by the order of court. 

He entered the pooH room about two 
o'doek yeaterday af umoon and began 
to discuss the matter with Mann, who 
was standing behind the oounter. Ac- 
cording to witnesaes only a few words 
passed between them when Wiggins 
drew his revolver from hto pocket 
and fired. Mann, it is said, made an 
effort to get his revolver when a num- 
ber of bystanders interferred and pre- 
vented him from securing the weapon. 

After shooting Mann, Wiggins, with 
his revolver in his hand walked to the 
comer where he was taken into cus- 
tody by Jailer Joe Farris, who was on 
the opposite corner \^'H^n the shot 
was fired, and attracted by the report 
of the revolver was goin? to investi- 
gate. Wiggins was takecT to the store 
of January & Ccmnell where he ar- 
ranged tor bond for his appearance 
in ebut. 

He gave bond hi the sum of $300 for 
his appearance in court to answer to 
the charge of shooting with intent to 

kill.

state Game Warden George M. Hill, 
of this city, is exerting every effort 
to impress the farmers and sportsmen 
of this and adjoining counties with 
the importance of protecting quail 
during the cold weaJier, and especi- 
ally during the period when the 
ground is coverea with snow, and 
whVL they have practically no food 
upon which to subsisi. 

Fannvs upcm whose places there 
are known to be quail-are asked to 
supply small grain, and scatter it 
about in places where the birds nre 
known to frequent. Thto ^iHl proTe 
a great help in prolcmging the lives 
until a more fayorable seascm when 
they will seek their own food. 

"If this course is followed by the 
farmers generally," said Mr. Hill, 
"there will be a bountiful crop of the 
birds when the season for hunting 
opens. T he lack of interest upon 
this point has been responsible for 
the death of quail in large number and 
the result is a short crop of birds 



Reuben Henderson, a negro, was 
shot and probably fatally wounded 
Friday shortly b«f<»e midnight. 
Jaa. J. Curtis, proprietor of a saloon 
near the LootoTllle^ NashTille depot, 
is charged with the shoodng, and is 
under bond awaiting developments in 
the case of Hender&on, who is at the 
St. Joseph Hospital, in Lexington. 

The shooting, it ib said, occurred in 
Curtis' saloon on Tenth street, and 
was *the result of a trivial difference. 
Henderson was employed as porter at 
the place. There were several wit- 
nesses to the affair. 

Henderson, it is said, had gone to 
the saloon with a message from Cur- 
tis' wife, which he delivered, and this 
incurred the anger of the proprietor, 
who secured a weapon from a drawer 
in the coimter, and fired at the man as 
he was going out one of the doors 
leading finom the salocm. 

It was not thouglit the bullet had 
struck the negro, who continued to 
run* end it was not known that he had 
be«i injured until some time after, 
when Henderson was found in the 
Louisville ft Nashville yards a short 
distance from the satoon. He was in 
a semi-conscious condition, and was 
suffering considerably from exposure. 
Upon examination it was found that 
the bullet had entered the back a few 
inches above the hip and had passed 
entirely through his body. 

At two o'clock Saturday morning 
he was taken to St. Joseph's Hospital 
in an automobile, where an operation 
was performed in V'ne hope of saving 
his life. His condition is very critic- 
al and little nope to entertained for his 
recovery, 

A warrant was ssued Saturday for 
the arrest of Curtis, and he wds taken 
into custody by Patrolman King. He 
was later released on bond. 

County Attorney George Batterton 
went to Lexington yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of taking an an- 
te^nortem statemmt from the negro. 

A message received from Lexington 
last night stated that Henderson's c<m- 
dition was very grave and he was not 
eivected to survive the night.

News from Washington indicates 
that the neglect of the South in land 
reclamation work continues while the 
far West is getting more and more 
government aid and consideration. 

The national government has ex- 
pended approximately $75,000,000 on 
the reclamation of a little over 3,000,- 
000 acres of land in the far West. 
It has spent nothing for the reclama- 
tion of thtt 76,000,000 acres of swamp 
and overflowed lands of the country, 
the most of which are in the Southern 
and Central States. 

Secretary Lane, of the Interior De- 
partment, which has the irrigation 
work in charge, favors an appropria- 
ton of $100,000,000 for additional work 
but has said nothing in favor of pub- 
lic appropriations to aid in work of 
flood protection and the reclamation 
of the swamp and overflowed lands of 
sections in the South. 

With a Southern man in the Pres- 
ident's chair, a Souihem man as 
Speaker of the House, and both 
Houses Southern in politics and the 
control in the hands of Southern men, 
it seems a crime that nothing is be- 
ing done for land reclamation in the 
South and Central West. 

The situation is oil the more pa- 
thetic when it is recalled that the re- 
clamation of the siiamp. and oveflow 
lands and th^ proteetkm tnm tooda 
means mudi more to the whole United 
States than the reclaiming of a few 
million acres from the desert. It 
means many hundred million doHars 
in annual crops, the saving of more 
than a hundred million dollars a year 
in flood losses, the prevention of many 
deaths in floods and of many more 
needless deaths and inestimable sufT- 
ering due to malar?a and other dis- 
eases caused by the enHtmMW of 
swamps. 

There is pending in Congress a 
measure that would do for the South 
and Central West Ml that the Re- 
clamation or Irrigation Act has done 
for the arid West. It is the bill (H. 
R. 8189; Senate 7194) presented in 
the House by Speaker Clark and in 
the Senate by Senator John Sharp 
Williams, of Mississippi This is 
known as the ClarK-WtUlisms flood 
protection and drainage bill and is 
supported by the National Drainage 
Congress, whose nexi annual meeting 
is to be held at Savamuh, Ga., April 
22-25, 1914. 

The Clark-William bill is not in con- 
flict with either the Newlands River 
Regulation of the Ransdell-Hum- 
phreys Levee bills, it makes imme- 
diately availabe about $30,000,000 for 
flood protection and drainage work, 
placing the expenditure of this sum 
in the Department of the Interior. It 
is, in reality, an extension of the 
Arid Land Irrigation Act to included 
flood protection and drainage in the 
South and Central West and to put 
all cf the country on an equal footing. 

The Clark-Williams bill provides 
that the Secretary of the Interior shall 
make surveys and plans for flood pro- 
tection and drainage projects; that he 
inaK. undertake the constmetion of 
tiM^work with the consent of the land 
owners and States, the cost^ be re- 
paid by a fax upon the lands, aasess- 
pd and collected by the State authori- 
ties; or he may turn the plans over to 
the owners or States for them to car- 
ry into effect. It provides that the 
Secretary of the Interior may pur- 
chase the drainage bonds issued by 
the State or drain;i^e district, at par, 
to supply the needed funds. It pro- 
vides for co-operation between two or 
more States in the construction of 
interstate drainage of flood protection 
projects. It provides for co-operatic«i 
between the Departments of War and 
the Interior when the question of 
navigation is involve a. 

In fact, the Clark-Williams bill will 
provide for the systematic, compre- 
henstre and weedy reclamation of 
swamp and oveMowed lands and their 
protection from disastrous floods. 
But this will not be done until our 
Southern Senators are Representar 
tives awake to a realization of our 
interests and give their support to 
Speaker Clark and Senator Williams 
in procuring this or some similar bill. 

The United States Reclamation 
Service has established every pre- 
cedent needed. Although the general 
opinion is that the arid lands re- 
claimed by this service have been 
government owned lands this is not 
entirely true. Of the more than 3,- 
000,000 acres so irrigated only about 
one third are government lands, the 
remaindtf b^ng th<e property of in- 
dividuals, corproations. Indians, 
States and even railroads. In fact in 
some Injects where millions have 
bem spent every acre is private land, 
the govemment advancing the money 
for the work and then doing it. 

Bonds to the extent of $20,000,000 
and bearing three per cent, interest 
have been issued by the United States 
to provide additlona? funds for con- 
tinuing these irrigation projects, and 
still more appropriations for the same 
purpose are being asked for. 

Besides this the Interior Depart- 
ment has contracteu with the PaciCc 
coast States, Oregon, Washington and 
California, to undertake additional ir- 
rigation projects, the States and the 
govemment each to bear one half the 
expense. Secretary Lane has agreed 
to set aside $4,000,000 from the recla- 
mation- fund to co-oprate with the 
State of Oregon in Uie construction of 
mation fund to co-operate with the 
State to appropriate a similar amouAt 

The only reason way the South is 
not receiving similar aid in tlie re- 
clamation of Its iowlapds is because 
the Soathen representatives In Con- 
gress have not demanded the neces- 
sary legislation.
